City Council Hires Planning Firm 
To Review Traffic Impact Study

At its February 10 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council unanimously approved 
spending roughly $4,500 to hire 
Lukas Associates, a transporta- 
tion planning and engineering 
consulting firm, to review the 
traffic impact ‘study for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) headquarters complex 
being constructed on Sunnyside 
Avenue. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi noted that it had been 
very difficult to find qualified 
companies willing to do this 
work, since so many companies 
had done work for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. While the 
immediate usefulness of the 
study will be limited (since the 
building is already under con- 
struction), Manzi suggested that 
it would be useful in dealing 
with future proposals to widen 


Sunnyside Avenue. Although the 
USDA to date has not expressed 


a desire or need to widen that ° 


road, Manzi expected that there 
will be demands for road widen- 
ing once the building is com- 
plete. The cost of the study will

Lake Concession Operator 
Charged in July Drowning

A criminal summons was 
served on February 11 to Jo- 
seph Allen Johnson of Lanham 
in reference to the drowning of 
a youth counselor at Greenbelt 
Lake last summer. The docu- 
ment, served by the Maryland 
Natural Resources Police 
(NRP), charges Johnson, as the 
operator of the boat rental/con- 
cession stand at the lake when 
the incident occurred, with 
reckless operation of the vessel, 
negligent operation of the ves- 
sel, failure to carry approved 
personal flotation devices on 
board the boat, failure to obtain 
annual registration and failure 
to display registration numbers. 
Johnson was also charged with 
violating three City of 
Greenbelt ordinances — unlaw- 
fully operating a motor-pro- 
pelled boat on Greenbelt Lake, 
operating a vessel] above the 
rated passenger capacity level 
and failure to display registra- 
tion numbers. 

Johnson was the operator of 
a 12-foot jonboat with a 7.5- 
horsepower motor on the lake 
July 8 that- began taking water 
leaving its occupants stranded 
abeut_60 yards from shore. In 
July, NRP spokesman Richard 
McIntire said that the boat be- 
gan to take water at the bow 
while being operated at full 
throttle. Johnson tried to head 
back for shore when the boat 
stopped, causing the bow to 
drop suddenly and throwing the 
occupants overboard, McIntire 
said. The man who drowned, 
Dwayne Williams, 25, of 
Kettering, was a passenger In 
the boat along with two 14- 
year-old boys under his care in 
the Guide Program, Inc. youth 
group home. Johnson_was also 


a counselor at the home. 


Johnson and the boys were res- 
cued, 
Rescue Efforts 

A witness, Gary Reece of 
Wheaton, said he did not see 
the boat flip, but rather it pro- 
pelled itself under water. He 
then saw the four occupants 
stand up in the boat. He next 
observed them in the water and 
thought that they could swim 
until he heard calls for help. 
Reece swam out to the boat, 
pushing another jonboat. By 
then, he saw only three in the 
water. One youth climbed in 
the rescue boat while Johnson 
and the other clung to its side. 
The group was joined by 
Greenbelt Police Officers Pfc. 
Barry Byers and Cpl. Carolyn 
Breck who had received the 
emergency call and swam out 
to the boats. In no time there 
were approximately 80 rescue 
personnel on the scene, but 
Williams could not be found. 
His body was recovered three 
days later. 

The NRP state that their in- 
vestigation found the boat’s hull 
to be in “poor condition” and 


containing several holes. 
boat had an approved weight 
capacity of 260 pounds. The 
police estimated the weight of 
the occupants at the time of the 
incident as approximately 780 
pounds. 

Johnson and his wife, 
Laquetta, had entered into an 
agreement with the previous 
concessionaire to operate the 
stand but had not yet received 
the city’s approval for the 
change. Julie Greer of Gunners 
Mate, the concessionaire, had 
introduced Thomas and his wife 
to the council at a June 18 
worksession where Greer had 
asked for approval of the trans- 
fer prior to July 4. The coun- 
cil had refused, and instead 
asked the Johnsons to provide 
more information to the city 
staff. Council did not object to 
the Johnsons getting “on-the- 
job” training at the stand in the 
meantime. At the worksession, 
Johnson told the council of his 
desire to use youths from the 
group home as employees in or- 
der to give them jobs and a 
meaningful experience, 

A preliminary’ hearing is 
scheduled for March 17 in the 
Prince George’s District Court 
in Upper Marlboro. All but 
two of the charges in the case 
can be resolved by paying pre- 
trial fines. However, the state’s 
reckless and negligent opera- 
tion charges each carry a pen- 
alty of 30 days and/or a $200 
fine. 


Late Flash

Thanks for a balanced article 
on diversity. It is hard to imag- 
ine a more open and tolerant 
community than Greenbelt. 

I hail from The Big Apple — 
where race relations were rela- 
tively harmonious. We didn’t do 
a tax-sponsored “education” pro- 
gram to teach the obvious: hey, 
there’s a lot of different folks 
out here! And guess what? 
Most got along. And my entire 
professional life has consisted of 
working with “ethnically di- 
verse” peoples and cultures. 

Is anyone kept out of civic 
affairs in Greenbelt? Are there 
barriers in place preventing 
people ‘from taking part in 
events? And, is there not every 
conceivable educational tool 
available —already — to inform 
newcomers and long-term resi- 
dents about each other’s “di- 
verseness’”? 

There’s more going on in our 
city than in most places. That’s 
a real tribute to civic activism. 
Racism isn’t the problem here. 
Rising crime is. Crime is iden- 
tified with certain groups a 
. tragedy, since minorities are 
themselves the chief victims of 
the current wave of violent 
crime. If people don’t know 
about activities in their newly- 
adopted community, it’s for the 
same reason too many long-time 
residents can’t identify most con- 
tinents on a world map: apathy 
and ignorance. TV has done its 
job well. 

Ignorance and apathy aren't 
traits limited to any one “diverse 
culture.” It’s widespread among 
_all groups. These (plus crime) 
should be addressed. When po- 
lice and fire and schools face 
cutbacks, it’s ludicrous to spend 
tax money on an outreach effort 
on the assumption people too 
lazy and ignorant to get free in- 
formation from the library will 
even bother to read once the ma- 
terial is delivered to their door- 
step. 

There are countless volunteer 
programs already in existence. 
Many do a fine job in promoting 
-good will. And, if members of 
the diversity brigade want to vol- 
unteer, teach people English on 
their own — or in turn conduct 
courses in any non-English dia- 
lects — what’s stopping them? 

Self-appointed champions of 
minorities are succeeding in di- 
viding our society. Nowhere 
else on Earth have so many dif- 
ferent groups thrived — and 
prospered — than in America. 
And our historic community, still 
a tranquil island in the midst of 
a troubled (and crime-ridden) 
sea, was founded on certain prin- 
ciples worth reflecting upon to- 
day. Tolerance was foremost 
among them.

the program. Leaders also got 


into the spirit of things, sharing 
their best tips for badge activi- 
ties with one another and mak- 
ing plans for their girls to nove 
to older girl troops in the fall.
